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President’s Message 


A number of matters and issues have 
come across my desk since my last 
message to the membership. Here are 
some of the things about which IBS 
members have expressed concern. 

Some members feel that the image of 
IBS is not what it should be as seen in the 
pages of this journal at the present. That 
is to say that the delay or in some cases 
the lack of published match reports is a 
disservice to our sport. | have also 
received criticism regarding the choice of 
cover photos on the IBS alternate 
months. It seems some of the mem- 
bership would like to see photos of IBS 
personalities who have won champion- 
ships or set international records on the 
cover of P.S. occasionally. So that | can 
assess the extent of these feelings | 
would appreciate hearing from you 
concerning these matters. 

Our solution to the magazine image 
situation which has been suggested is for 
IBS to consider hiring their own editor. 
This person would attend matches at his 
own expense, take photos and do match 
reports of those matches he attended. He 
would accept match reports and other 
appropriate material from ranges con- 
ducting matches for publication. Addi- 
tionally, he would be expected to com- 
ment editorially on occasion, and gen- 
erally prepare all material for publication 
in camera ready form and forward it to the 
appropriate P.S. designee. 

Some of the delays and omissions of 
match reports in P.S. are not at all the 
fault of the magazine but that of the club 
personnel who are not getting out match 
reports in a reasonable period of time. | 
must call to the attention of club directors 
that it is their contractual obligation to 
prepare match results bulletins and 
forward a copy to Woody Cahall, our 2nd 


V.P. and awards chairman. Until you 
perform this very important function 
Woody cannot mail out the range ag- 
gregate winners patches, calculate 
“‘precison rifleman”’ points, or in the case 
of championships have the proper names 
and scores engraved on trophy plates. It 
would be logical at the same time to send 
along a copy of the results bulletin to 
Geza Nagy who is the P.S. person re- 
sponsible for organizing this material for 
publication. 

In case you are unaware of it, our IBS 
200/300 yard championship event is on 
very shaky grounds at present. At the last 
annual meeting we couldn't get anyone to 
bid on this tournament. Since then 
Mainville has agreed to conduct this 
event and IBS has agreed to assist this 
club in soliciting merchandise to be 
awarded at that match. It is a financial 
fact of life that a club must turn a profit 
in order to benefit by conducting a match. 
In recent years this championship with all 
of its traveling trophies, keeper plaques, 
match winner pins and top 20 patches 
has still failed to attract large turn outs. 
With the additional incentive of valuable 
merchandise | urge each one of you who 
can possibly attend to put the 200/300 
yard championships on your calendar of 
“must attend’ matches. In fact, | am 
certain there are many of you out there 
who make your own bullets, gadgets, or 
other benchrest related items who would 
be willing to donate something to assure 
the success of this championship. Won’t 
you follow the lead of the manufacturers 
of the products we use by sending along 
your product donation or commitment to 
donate to Randy Fritz, RD 3, Box 411, 
Bloomsburg, Pa.

FROM THE 
EDITOR’S DESK 


We are faced with a problem — mis- 
leading rumors! | hear rumors of dis- 
satisfaction about not having sufficient 
IBS match results in P.S., and NBRSA 
having only match results in their section 
of P.S. So, perhaps I’d better explain. 

If you will recall, the P.S. Board, be- 
cause of financial problems, decided to 
not pay for articles and to not pay 
someone to attend matches. P.S. had 
been paying the former editor's travel, 
meals, room, and match entry fees. 
Rather we asked match managers to 
send in the match results and P.S. would 
publish results. This did not work well at 
all. Very few match results were sub- 
mitted by IBS match managers, and 
many of those we received were not 
sorted as to places etc. As volunteer help 
we could not spare the time to reorganize 
and type out the results in suitable form 
to publish. So, to overcome this problem 
we finally asked Geza Nagy and his 
friends to take care of this. They vol- 


unteered and are now doing an excellent 
job for P.S. atno cost to membership. So, 
you will see more IBS results if the match 
managers will cooperate by sending 
results to Geza — if you don’t see results 
get on the tails of the club managers. 
Also, please keep in mind before any 
more complaining — we work about two 
months in advance of mailing P.S. so 
please be a little patient and let’s see how 
this works out. Hopefully, we’ll see some 
articles in the NBRSA section as well as 
just match results. 

If the magazine were made up of just 
match results it would be pretty dreary 
don’t you think? We might please the 
egos of some, but the large number of 
readers who are not shooters or winners 
would not have much incentive to renew 
subscriptions and at present we are 
gaining a number of new subscribers. 

A good example is the failure of the club 
officers to send results of the Heavy Gun 
Nationals to P.S. Dave Brennan attended 


the match and then took the time to 
include the results so you can read about 
it in this issue finally. 

A second rumor that arrived at this 
office was that IBS had paid an out- 
rageous amount for minutes, ads, 
President's Message, etc. This is quite 
misleading unless explained, so we'll 
‘explain’. When the Board had to make 
drastic changes because P.S. was for 
practical purposes near bankruptcy one 
of the problems was P.S.’s agreement 
with IBS for coverage of IBS news, ads, 
ballots, etc. They were being charged for 
some things and not for others. There 
seemed to be no heads or tails to it, so 
the Board insisted that it be done cor- 
rectly, and it was costly for IBS at that 
time. 

When P.S. accepted NBRSA as aclient 
one of the considerations was to make 
the same arrangement with IBS news, so 
both organizations would receive the 
same treatment. Since that time the only 
IBS bill that was considered extraordi- 
nary was the ballot inserts, and that is the 
only bill that has been sent to IBS during 
the period starting last August or Sep- 
tember. So the costs to both outfits has

four-day championship, with heavy var- 
mint on the weekend, and two aggre- 
gates being contested ... the varmint 
aggregate, and the 3 gun. There was a 
lot of discussion, and a lot of speeches 
before it went to vote, and then by a 
margin of 15 to 10, (10 abstained), the 
motion PASSED! 

Agenda items #2 and #3 became 
academic. 

Bob White then called for bids for the 
championships. Hunter Championships 
went to Mainville, weekend of September 
18-19. 

The 200-300 long range championship 
was not bid on. Stittsville had this last 
year, but no results have been mailed, the 
IBS match fees have never been re- 
ceived, and there was no enthusiasm for 
approaching under these circumstances. 

Bob White then called for bids for the 
championships of varmint-heavy bench. 
Surprisingly, no bids! Johnstown had 
some problems last year, neither South 
Creek, Painted Post or Camillus wished 
to bid them. Bob White then asked Wally 
Hart if he would consider them for Council 
Cup, and Wally replied, ‘‘Only if no one 
else will consider them, | don’t really want 
the Nationals,’ and suggested George 
Kelbly who was present, consider them 
for his Ohio range. George related that he 
would be pleased to hold them, but in 
view of Ohio being 400 or so miles from 
IBS geographical center, we should 
consider having them Wednesday - thru 
- Saturday (August 18 to 21) and then we 
have Sunday to travel. While people were 
considering this, Wally Hart took the 
floor, and related, ‘‘you would be making 
a poor decision if you did not accept 
George's bid. First of all, you have no 
other bids. Last year’s varmint champi- 
onships had problems. If all else fails, I'll 
take them, but | don’t really want them, 
indeed my range is for sale. You have an 
offer for the Nationals from a fellow who 
runs an extremely efficient operation. If 
you reject that offer, it better be for a 
good reason, because otherwise the offer 
may never be repeated, and maybe you 
should consider yourselves lucky you 
have the offer.’ After that little speech, 
Ohio’s bid was accepted with alacrity. 
George Kelbly then related that he would 
not hold his labor day ‘“‘Chicken Shoot”’ 
this year, and would take his plans for 
that (last year was a thousand dollars of 
merchandise prizes, free chicken bar- 
becue, FREE BEER), and swing all those 
over to the IBS Championships. The free 
beer aspect convinced many that we had 
made a wise decision.

As | write this, it’s early February, and 
I've seen no report in print of the heavy 
benchrest rifle 1981 Nationals, and so | 
take pen in hand. Somebody sure as 
blazes should report them, and since | 
was there, although admittedly just to fire 
the accompanying heavy varmint class, | 
have just elected myself a committee of 
ONE! 5. 6°5 

The IBS Nationals were held on August 
1st and 2nd at the Council Cup range in 
Wapwallopen, Pennsylvania. 

When shooters were called to the firing 
line, 59 competitors labored to push, pull 
or carry their heavy equipment up the 
modest hill to Wally Hart’s range. If you 
have never participated in a heavy 
benchrest rifle match, criticize ye not that 
statement. If the Geneva Convention 
tomorrow were to outlaw nuclear arms 
and conventional arms forever, and to 
mandate that hereafter all wars would be 
fought only by armies armed with heavy 
benchrest rifles .. . peace would surely 
reign for a minimum of a thousand years 
... probably much longer than that. I’m 
trying to recall my infantry days ... if | 
recall correctly, a line rifle company is 
made up of 212 men. How would you like 
to lead the charge up San Juan Hill, at the 
head of 212 men, unerring marksmen all, 
but armed with 212 ‘iron monsters’. Or, 
in a more recent vein, how about heading 
a company of Merrill's Marauder’s, in the 
Burma jungles, at the head of 212 merry 
men, all with 6PPC ‘‘rail guns’? But | 
digress ... 

There was relatively decent weather 
for the 100 yard stage, and after the 
smoke of contention had faded away, the 
top ten at 100 yards looked something 
like this (skipping the warm-up):

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In the language of those who follow 
horse racing, ajockey ona horse who hits 
the top of the stretch without a horse 
being close to him, is spoken of as 
“sitting chilly’... this refers to the fact 
that there are no horses or riders nearby 
to help buffet the wind. So, after 100 
yards, John Chrisman was sitting chilly, 
with a reasonable lead over those 
bunched up behind him. John Chrisman, 
he of the 6BR caliber (good gravy, he’s 
shooting a WHAT?). Next came a shooter 
that | must confess | do not know, Charles 
Sherin. Mark him well, for alas, he fades 
from the sight of mortal man at 200 yards, 
and does not make the top 20 grand 
aggregate. Alas, acommon sensation for 
many of us ... a great performance at 
one range, and chaos at the other. Then 
Howie Levy, the Sage of Long Island, Jim 
Hart (good gravy, another Hart to have to 
beat) and Gary Ocock, firing his heavy 
varmint rifle. 

Let us now digress, for a moment. 
Excepting the unfortunate Charles 
Sherin, who did not make the top 20, and 
hence on whom we have no equipment 
information, the highest a competitor 
with a .308 placed was 8th, and then 
10th. So the .308’s failed to exactly light 
up the sky at 100 yards. But, be of good 
cheer, oh .308 shooter. Things will get 
better, real shortly. However, the fact 
cannot be ducked, on the tough 100 yard 
block, the 6MM is the toughest kid on the 
block. Nine of the top ten are known... 
there are five of the .243 persuasion, two 
of .22 caliber, and two .308’s. But the 
.308 crowd is in the rear of the bus, eighth 
and tenth. Is the race track Aqueduct, 
where the ‘‘early speed’’ horses usually 
“hold on” to win? Or are we dealing with

Mumblings from the Nationals ... at 
100 yards, the six was king, but. . . dare 
| say it... yes, yes, say it... at 200 
yards, 168 grains of bullet weight can- 
celled out a lot of tiny errors of shooters 
judgement of conditions. As previously 
reported by yours truly, | wandered down 
the firing line at the heavy benchrest rifle 
nationals, and counted only eight fiber- 
glass stocks, disregarding obvious var- 
mint rifles being fired for the fun of it. Why 
is it that we feel that a wood stock has 
little chance in heavy varmint class, but 
we do not hesitate to fire one in heavy 
bench class? | have a funny feeling that 
the 1982 Nationals in this class will be a 
lot tougher than 1981, with a lot more 
shooters trying the waters for the first 
time. Hats off to . . . John Ventriglia, the 
first ‘‘cruiser class’’ shooter (he didn’t 
know it at the time), who placed tenth, to 
Gary Ocock, who shot a heavy varmint to 
eleventh place, to Gordie Euber with 
another heavy varmint, who ended in 
twelfth place ... to Jerry Masker, who 
fired the best looking gun on the line, 
chambered by some fellow named Seely 
. ..to Homer Culver, who probably didn’t 
realize how many first-time shooters 
were asking ‘‘which one is Homer 
Culver?” . . . who still shoots well, using 
rifles made by one Homer Culver ... to 
James Hart, 15th in ranking, who was 
carried on the official match result as 
using a load that one couldn't have gotten 
into the cartridge case with a sledge 
hammer (| suspect the published load 
was ‘‘clicks on the Culver powder 
measure,” rather than grains of powder) 
... to Charles Sherin, second at 100 
yards, and disastersville at 200; a lot of 
us know how you feel, Charlie ... to

The winter league H.V. got off to 
a fine start with many good scores ona 
good shooting night. The November match 
was just the opposite with winds and 
cold prevailing. 

The winter league hunter showed 
very poor turnouts. During one of these 
hunter matches in October, Joe Vinci set 
a new club record in the heavy varmint 
class. He shot 140+143-145-168- 082 for 
a .1356 aggregate. 

Our winter league hunter matches 
are held on the second Saturday of the 
month and the heavy varmint on the 4th 
Saturday through May. The starting time 
is 5:00 P.M.

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THE BENCHREST REFORMATION 


The benchrest game has always had 
trouble attracting new shooters to its 
ranks. This has not only resulted in low 
membership in the NBRSA and IBS but 
has also limited participating clubs. 

To solve this problem we should look 
at other shooting sports especially the 
newest and fastest growing one — pistol 
silhouette. Starting in 1975, it now has 
close to 25,000 active participants. Some 
of the major reasons for its success are 
listed below: 

(1) Relatively inexpensive to get 
started. 

(2) Everyone has a chance to win a 
trophy. Shooters are classified into ca- 
tegories based on shooting ability. e.g. 
AAA, AA & A with trophies being awarded 
in each class. 

(3) Range facilities, targets and scoring 
are simple. 

| feel that by adopting or modifying 
these approaches we can make ben- 
chrest shooting a more viable game. 

(1) Benchrest shooting is very ex- 
pensive and will continue to be so. 
However, we can lessen the impact by 
trying to make it less expensive, espe- 
cially to the new shooter. The pistol 
silhouette shooter need only purchase a 
Ruger .44 Magnum and a box of ammo. 
to be competitive. Why not require that 
clubs holding Hunter Rifle matches give 
trophies for light factory hunting rifles. It 
need not be a separate class but it would 
encourage new shooters to get started at 
a minimum cost. Also the rules would be 
changed to make a Hunter Rifle look like 
a hunting rifle, e.g., smaller stock and 
barrel and a lighter weight. One of the 
biggest complaints of the new shooter is 
that benchrest rifles don’t look like rifles 
and cannot be used in hunting and/or 
varmit shooting as they are too heavy and 
bulky. Also eliminate wildcat cases, re- 
quiring that only commercial cartridges 
be used in Hunter Rifle competition. 

Assuming that we can get a new 
shooter started through the Hunter Rifle 
program, how do we convince him to get 
started in varmit competition. Very 
simple? We eliminate the Heavy Varmit 
class and have one 10¥2 Ib. varmit class 
(with stock reduced to two inches in 
width). Except for the Nationals almost all 
benchrest matches consist of two day 
shoots. We would recognize not only the 
present group aggregate system but also 
a ten five shot aggregate at each range 
and a corresponding grand aggregate. 
Thus on Saturday you shoot ten five shot 
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groups at 100 yards and on Sunday the 
same at 200 yards. 

Many of our better shooters have a 
dread disease called‘‘Hall of Famitis’’. 
We would therefore maintain the Hall of 
Fame and a four day NBRSA Nationals 
shooting five matches each day. Under 
the present NBRSA Nationals you can 
accumulate 14 points towards the Hall of 
Fame (10 points required). This would be 
maintained as follows: One point for each 
days winner; two points for each range 
aggregate; and grand aggregate: 1st- 3 
pts.; 2nd - 2 pts. and 3rd - 1 pt. Voila!!! 
14 points total. Most importantly you 
need only one rifle to compete. 

To further help the average shooter we 
would adopt new ‘‘Hunter Rifle’ rules to 
allow him to use his varmit rifle as a 
hunter rifle, merely by changing to a 
smaller barrel and six power scope. The 
rifle silhouette boys allow single shot 
actions and glue-ins. Also many hunting 
rifles are now being built this way. Rifle 
screws could still be required for safety 
reasons. The minimum case capacity and 
caliber would still be maintained. 

If the older shooters have not already 
burned this magazine for heresy, | am 
sure they are waiting for the ultimate sin: 
banishment of the ‘‘Big Gun’. Just the 
opposite, | am in favor of maintaining the 
status of the ‘‘Big Gun’”’ until it dies of lack 
of competition and/or old age. However, 
it would hold its own Nationals as before. 
A Board of Trustees would be elected 
each year at these Nationals. It would be 
required that each new shooter wishing 
to compete in the Big Gun class submit 
an application to the board. Anyone on 
the board could blackball him. In this way 
they could insure that no crass person 
could invade the ranks of such a sacred 
and hallowed sport. 

(2) Every shooting sport has different 
classes. This is based on the shooters 
level of competency. | do not wish to set 
up a large number of classes but at the 
same time there should be a Novice class 
to attract the new shooter. A person 
competing in his first two years of 
competition would be allowed to compete 
in this class. He could still win a trophy 
in the open class. However, he would 
then lose his novice standing. Thus we 
encourage the new shooter by giving him 
a chance to win a trophy by shooting 
against his peers, i.e., other new 
shooters. 

(3) The rule book should require that 
before a new shooter can compete he 


must first work on a target detail at a 
large match. This would educate him on 
the problems of conducting a benchrest 
match. Just ask people like George 
Kelbly, Jef Fowler, Francis Broussard, 
etc. what a headache it is to conduct a 
match. The required movable backer 
system is extremely expensive and 
complex. There must be down range 
electricity, custom electric motors, ca- 
bles, sophisticated target boards and 
backers riding on rails which must be 
level, etc. At its best it is inefficient but 
throw in rainy weather and you have a 
disaster. Ever try putting up backers ina 
driving rain? No genius has yet come up 
with a simple but efficient backer system. 
Let's hire an idiot to do the job! 

While the target crew is in a near state 
of rebellion the stat crew is also under 
fire. The targets must be measured as 
accurately as possible and still be posted 
before the next match. At the end of the 
match the scores must not only be totaled 
but divided, totaled and divided again. 
Then you have the two gun aggregate 
and the winners must be picked. Most 
clubs only have one big match a year in 
order to let the stat and targets crews 
forget what a good time they had the past 
year! 

Can you imagine a new club with limited 
benchrest experience getting started 
under these conditions. This is partly the 
reason for the growth of Hunter Rifle 
competition and the success of the 
Transcontinental Hunter League — a 
simple target and scoring system. Thus 
we should allow clubs to conduct Varmit 
matches for score and recognize these 
records but still maintain group scoring. 
(This is now being done in the IBS). Any 
state championship, regionals and na- 
tionals would still be limited to group 
shooting. 

The above article has been written 
“tongue in cheek”’ for its ‘‘shock value”’ 
and in order to encourage discussion and 
reform.

| have not taken an inventory, but | 
suspect there are no less than two dozen 
models of powder scales available to the 
handloader on the market today. All do 
the intended job in a first class manner 
and with the desired degree of accuracy 
and sensitivity. The manufacturer in 
every case guarantees a sensitivity of 0.1 
grain which is well within the limits of 
acceptable error we demand and desire. 

The sad fact, however, is that any 
number of handloaders never acquire the 
degree of accuracy that is built into each 
of these little scales except perhaps by 
accident. They are often misused, and at 
times abused. The new scale is often 
removed from its box, it is set up on the 
reloading bench and little thought is given 
to any number of factors that can effect 
and does introduce errors which result in 
loads that are not what the scale iridi- 
cates. 

A scale that is given care and used 
correctly will outlast several owners. A 
Redding that came out of the box new 
over thirty years ago and has received 
heavy use since, has been moved all over 
the country still holds its accuracy within 
the 0.1 grain limit built into it when 
checked with master weights. As a 
matter of fact, it checks well under the 
upper limits of 1/10 grains. This scale has 
always been kept in its box that is well 
padded and dust tight. It’s as good as a 
new one, still made by Redding-Hunter, 
Inc. 

Before shipping a scale, the manu- 
facturer checks and adjusts the scale 
with highly accurate master weights. 
Properly cared for and used, that scale 
will give and maintain the same degree of 
accuracy as well as sensitivity. If, how- 
ever, the scale is handled roughly with 
little regard given to the balance knives 
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Feature

and the bearing surfaces the knives rest 
on when in use, nicks and scratches, even 
minor ones, will eat into perfect scale 
performance. These knives are made of 
hard steel and often carbide and can be 
chipped quite easily. The bearing sur- 
faces on some makes of scales are agate, 
as in the case of the RCBS 
“Dial-O-Grain’’ and others, and if this 
bearing is abused to any great degree, 
chips and cracks will result and the scale 
becomes useless. | suspect that of all the 
reloading accessories used on a re- 
loading bench, the powder scale is the 
most abused and used of all. 

The practice of leaving the scale sitting 
on the reloading bench when not in use 
introduces errors, often of some mag- 
nitude. Dust and dirt accumulate all over 
the scale. That dust deposited on the 
beam, pan support, or any other parts 
attached to the beam will quickly remove 
the accuracy available. Further, dust and 
dirt which finds its way into the area of 
the knives and their bearings will quickly 
eliminate the desired sensitivity. Properly 
stored or covered will eliminate this 
possibility. 

The single largest error the handloader 
can introduce to the powder scale is 
using it on an unstable surface and failing 
to get the scale level. The scale, in most 
cases, has an adjustment screw at one 
end to acquire a zero reading. This takes 
care of the lateral leveling, but if the 
surface on which the scale sits is not 
level, it can be slightly tipped forward or 
to the rear. The result is some level of 
loading of the beam and the sensitivity 
capability is lost. The Ohaus model 315, 
one of which | have used for over twenty 
years with very acceptable results, has a 
leveling bubble built in its base, along with 
three adjusting leveling screws which can 


be locked fast. | consider this scale to be 
one of my best reloading investments. It 
has a wooden storage box which holds 
all parts in place and protects it from dust. 
RCBS offers a Scale Cover that will fit 
any number of scales and offers proper 
protection, and is a good investment. 

When scales with some form of 
damping of the beam were introduced, 
they were well accepted by the hand- 
loaders. Such damping removes some or 
all of beam oscillation and cuts the time 
required to run powder a great deal. The 
first damping was accomplished with a 
paddle running from the beam into an oil 
reservoir which cut the oscillation 
sharply, but the oil was somewhat messy 
from time to time and if any oil found its 
way to the area of the knives and their 
bearing surfaces, dust collected and the 
scale became doubtful in its indications. 
Today's scales use magnetic damping 
for the most part. 

| fear I’m from the old school and simply 
don’t trust a scale’s readings if the beam 
is perfectly stationary. A beam that is 
moving ever so slightly isn’t hung up or 
loaded and indicates it is completely free. 
Further, an inspection of a number of 
scales on the market today indicate 
higher levels of damping and often, | feel, 
are a bit high. If a scale with damping of 
any sort is used, it becomes even more 
important to keep it clean of dust, dirt and 
any evidence of oil. Of course, all metal 
fillings should be kept away from the built 
in magnet. 

A few scales feature a beam lifting 
lever. It is designed to lift the beam in one 
position, lifting also the knives above and 
clean of the bearings and in the other 
dropping the knives into proper position. 
Lyman has a scale with this feature, as 
does the old Ohaus 315. The only time 
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the beam should be lowered is when the 
pan is in position, and with the powder 
load being measured. This assures no 
undesired loads being applied on the 
knives and bearings and is an excellent 
feature. It is slower perhaps, but assures 
longer life and better accuracy over the 
long run. 

Some gents can run powder into the 
pan with a table spoon while bringing the 
charge up to the desired reading with 
great skill. A handy accessory is a 
powder dribbler, or some call it a powder 
trickler. A wide selection are available. 
With practice, a powder dribbler can cut 
down the time expended in running 
powder charges a considerable amount. 

Give your powder scale some thought 
and consideration. It will assure you’re 
getting the load you think you're getting. 
If you’re checking how well a powder 
measure is throwing charges, you'll not 
be fooled or mislead by erroneous scale 
indications and really know how that 
measure works with that powder. If 
shopping around for a scale, check a 
number of them. Buy a good one. Don't 
let price indicate which is the best, but 
look at its features, how hard or easy it 
is to read the markings. The current wide 
selection makes possible just the one 
you'll find satisfactory.

Dear Mike: 

I'm a speech and hearing therapist who 
has actively enjoyed the shooting sports 
for many years, including benchrest 
shooting. | thought | might provide you 
with a few bits of sometimes overlooked 
information about hearing loss from 
shooting. | might also clear up some 
questions in John Hanson's letter about 
Elmer Keith's hearing. 

Most of the articles that | have read in 
gun magazines about hearing loss have 
done a fair job of explaining the problem; 
especially considering that you almost 
have to be a PhD. accoustical engineer to 
really digest the information. However, 
the bulk of these articles leave out some 
very important practical aspects that 
often lead to confusion among shooters. 

Most important is the fact that 
everyone's susceptibility to noise dam- 
age varies. So there are older, long time 
shooters out there with little or no 
damage to their hearing. Young shooters, 
aware of these individuals, may come to 
the conclusion that they may also escape 
noise damage to their hearing without 
using protection. On the other hand, 
almost everyone non-shooters included, 
has some developing hearing loss at the 
higher frequencies as they grow older. So 
the best conclusion is to not let the threat 
of noise damage stop you from shooting 
more; but you should certainly use all the 
ear protection you can get in case your 
predisposition to noise damage is great. 

The physical properties of sound are 
complex and every shooting situation 
varies in terms of its potential hazards. 
The louder the sound is to begin with 
(whether you're using rifle or handgun, 
barrel length, caliber, and distance to 
ear), the number and extent of hard 
surfaces around your shooting position, 
the number of shots you fire, and your 
own physical susceptibility will be factors 
in determining the extent of the hazard. 
When shooting from the bench under tin 
roof covered firing points the potential

noise damage is just about at its greatest 
so wearing both ear plugs and aural dome 
protectors is certainly advisable. Unfor- 
tunately, some sound is vibratory energy, 
your skull vibrates in response to loud 
noises and even with extra protection you 
may, over the years, experience some 
damage. 

Indoor shooting ranges have usually 
been fitted with acoustical tile in the 
ceiling and sometimes in partitions be- 
tween shooting points to absorb sound 
and keep it from the shooter. Future 
outdoor range construction should also 
adapt some sort of sound deading ma- 
terial, although this is more expensive 
and difficult in the outdoors. 

On the low risk end of hazardous noise 
scale is shooting far from the beaten path 
in the desert or prairie. Especially in those 
states west of the Mississippi. During my 
first western deer hunt in 1969 in Wy- 
oming, | was amazed to find that | could 
shoot full bore .357 magnum handloads 
from my 4 inch revolver at desert jack- 
rabbits with no more perceived noise than 
my .22 rifle would make at the local dump 
here in Ohio. 

The fact that Elmer Keith did the bulk 
of his shooting in deserts, prairies, and 
other open areas accounts for his early 
advise to shooters that they ‘‘just get 
used to it’ in terms of the noise. It simply 
was not as noisy where he was shooting. 
It may seem difficult to imagine but the 
entire eastern half of the country is either 
so built up or hilly that it is noisier to shoot 
in. When Elmer was receiving the public 
for interviews at the NRA Convention in 
Cincinnati a few years ago | had a chance 
to talk to him about this subject. He told 
me that he would never have fired many 
rounds indoors or under a tin roof without 
at least having cotton in ears. He re- 
membered the first time he shot in such 
a situation and said, ‘‘It hurt.”’ 

All shooters should use common sense 
to analyze their own shooting situations 
and use as much ear protection as they 


can in the noisier settings. . . Any sound 
loud enough to disturb conversation can 
damage your hearing if it is loud enough 
or lasts long enough. If | already had 
noise damage | would certainly stick with 
smaller calibers (that produce less 
muzzle blast), long barrels, and pick my 
shooting surroundings very carefully.

Dear Jeff: 

Thanks very much for the exceptionally 
good advice. It is so good | want to share 
it with the readers of Precision Shooting. 
| have pretty much been following this 
kind of advice for a long time. 

The silicon fitted ear plugs became 
available | believe in the 60s. | have worn 
these plus muffs since they became 
available. In addition in the early 70s | 
stopped competitive bench shooting and 
took up Silhouette with 28” and longer 
barrels. Most Silhouette ranges do not 
have covered firing points, but many of 
them have the shooting stations too 
close to each other. 

| pretty much gave up all competitive 
shooting except rim fire three years ago. 
My mother was very deaf at my age (70), 
but she lived to be 93 and could still hear 
OK if she was close to the origin of the 
sound. 

The experimental work | do can be 
controlled so that the racket is bearable. 
Sol'll give this up like the car stickers say, 
“when they pry my gun from my cold 
dead fingers.” 

Thanks again for some very good 
advice.

Dear Dr. Moretti: 

The Twist Chart is on the cover of the 
November issue of Precision Shooting. 
You should receive your copy eventually. 

You should be able to measure the 
threads, etc. in receivers if you intend to 
do gunsmithing. Threads in the Re- 
mington 700 and 40X as well as the old 
721 - 722 and the XP100 and 600 are 
1-1/16, that is, 1-1/16 inch major diam- 
eter and 16 threads per inch. 

Barrel contour depends a lot on the rifle 
construction. If you use a fiber glass 
stock you can use close to the maximum 
according to the rules, but made about 
22” in length. This would be 1.25 inch 
diameter maximum at the breech end and 
7/8” at the muzzle of the 28” barrel. The 
rules also allow a 4” straight section for 
the 1%” diameter at the breech end, but 
not many use this as it can put the rifle 
over weight. If you use a straight taper 
the muzzle diameter of a .22 inch barrel 
would be about .960 inch max. | believe 
the rule book max. is .972 inch. 

Firing pin protrusion is measured with 
a depth gage. With the bolt removed from 
the receiver, clamp the bottom protruding 
section of the firing pin head in a smooth 
jawed vise. Turn the bolt body letting the 
firing pin down into the fired position. . . 
Measure from the front end of the bolt 
down to the bolt face. Record the figure. 
Then measure down to the end of the 
firing pin. Subtract this figure from the 


face measurement. Result is firing pin 
protrusion. It should not be less than 
about .050 inch. The maximum is not too 
important as any extra just subtracts 
from the firing pin fall, but .075 is a good 
figure. 

Crowning can be done in several ways. 
| use a 60° included piloted countersink. 
Extreme care must be used to prevent 
chips from getting on the pilot. Probably 
a cheaper and better way is to set the 
barrel up in the lathe with the muzzle end 
in a steady rest and turn the crown with 
a sharp lathe tool. A good wire brushing 
will remove the minute burr if it exists. If 
done carefully with light cuts no burr 
should exist. Purists may go so far as to 
use a brass ball with valve grinding 
compound to bevel the inner edge. 

| believe most shooters using tight 
necks turn twice if they want the very best 
results. The first turn is done with very 
little clearance. The second turn after 
firing gives the .001” clearance on the 
diameter. This is the way | doit. If anyone 
has a better method | hope they will 
disclose it. 

The chambering method described in 
my article will work fine for inter- 
changeable barrels. | think it would be 
wise to make all the barrel tenons the 
same length, and this length would be the 
same as the bolt face depth from the 
barrel seat on the receiver. Then if ahead 
space gage is used it can be flush with the 
rear end of the barrel. 

Maybe you could get the Precision

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THE BARRELMAKERS — 


If we are to continue our little project 
(of antagonizing all the bench rest rifle 
barrel makers in the U.S.), on leaving the 
MATCO shop in North Manchester, In- 
diana, we shall ‘‘hang a hard left’, and 
trundle on down to Ennis, Texas, where 
transplanted New Yorker Ed Shilen has 
been whittling on stainless steel for some 
fifteen years now. 

On opening the new Shilen catalog, 
one who has not seen Ed in a few years 
will be struck by a couple pictures of Ed 
showing quite a bit of (now shall we say 
this tactfully?) . . . gray hair. Making 
match grade barrels as a living will do that 
to aman... 

To start the tale in logical fashion, we 
shall return to the SS & D operation in 
Clinton Corners, New York, in the early 
to mid 1960 era, where Ed Shilen was one 
of the two active principals, and the late 
John Dewey was the other. John had rifle 
barrel making experience, first at the 
Dumond Rifle Company in Glastonbury, 
Connecticut, and subsequently at his 
own shop in Roxbury, Connecticut. When 
Ed Shilen (who had been manufacturing 
his own actions in Dryden, New York, as 
well as accuracy gunsmithing) and John 
Dewey came together in the new loca- 
tion, it was probably pretty inevitable that 
they would turn their attention to the John

Dewey barrel making devices. As Ed 
recently recalled, ‘‘We worked at trying to 
improve the cut-rifling tools, and heaven 
only knows that a few cut barrel makers 
have in recent years demonstrated that 
one can indeed make super-accurate 
barrels with cut-rifling. . . we were not at 
all satisfied with our own results how- 
ever. We made a few barrels in both 
chrome-moly and in stainless, using cut 
rifling, but they were never sold as match 
grade barrels. While | was still there, we 
turned to button rifling. Shortly thereafter 
| moved to Texas, and in mid 1966, 
started production of the Shilen brand of 
button-rifled, stainless steel match 
barrels’’. 


Looking through some back issues of 
Precision Shooting, | find mention of 
“Shilen Rifles” for the first time in the 
August, 1966 issue, where note was 
made of the shooting of John Bunch at 
the Mississippi Valley Regional Cham- 
pionship Match, where Mr. Bunch was 
using a sleeved 600 Remington with a 
Shilen barrel in .308 caliber, and finishing 
second in the heavy varmint grand ag- 
gregate. The first advertisement for 
Shilen Rifles had appeared in the issue of 
June, 1966, and featured ‘‘stainless steel 
rifle barrels’. 


Over the next five or six years, Shilen 
barrels were to make impressive strides 
in the bench-rest world, and in Warren 
Page’s book, The Accurate Rifle, he 
chose to remark simply that Hart and 
Shilen barrels ‘‘make up the majority of 
today’s winning barrels’, which indicates 
to me that Warren thought it to be a pretty 
darn close horse-race. 

The shooter who is interested in button 
rifle barrel making, and wishes to know 
more about the process can do no better 
than to consult that same Warren Page 
book (still available at $5.45 plus postage 
from Bob Pease Accuracy) and read the 
excellent descriptions of the process by 
both Clyde Hart and Ed Shilen. 

The Shilen catalog shows barrels to be 
currently manufactured in both 
chrome-moly and stainless steel. 
Chrome-moly barrels are presently 
available only in match-grade, meaning

that the groove size (groove is the rec- 
essed area between the raised lands) is 
within 5/10,000 inch of standard bullet 
diameter, and uniform within 3/10,000 
inch for the length of the barrel. Stainless 
steel barrels are made in two grades: 
match (which has the same specifications 
as listed above for chrome-moly), and 
select match, which during inspection are 
found to hold groove size within 3/10,000 
inch and uniformity within 1/10,000 inch. 

If | might take a few quotes directly 
from the Shilen current catalog, 
‘Stainless steel is the best choice for the 
target shooter, because it has a longer 
accuracy life than chrome-moly. In 17 to 
22 caliber, stainless steel might be ex- 
pected to double the gilt-edge accuracy 
life over chrome-moly. However, in the 
larger calibers, the difference between 
the accuracy life of stainless and 
chrome-moly tends to decrease, until in 
the 30 caliber magnums, stainless steel 
may hold tight groups (only) 25% longer 
than chrome-moly’”’. 

Shilen Rifles are able to deliver barrels 
in either chrome-moly or stainless, in 
barrel size from 17 to 458, and a good 
selection of twists. To the best of the 
writer's knowledge, they are the only 
barrel maker to offer a chrome-moly 
match grade barrel that can be furnished

($16). The ordering of the Shilen catalog, 
for which a nominal charge of $2.00 is 
made, is recommended to interested 
parties. 

Never one to do things the easy way, 
yours truly had several questions for Ed 
Shilen, and his narrative reply is quoted 
herewith just about verbatim. 

“Our barrel making process, as de- 
scribed in The Accurate Rifle remains 
pretty much unchanged to the present 
time. 

The improvements in rifle barrels over 
the last ten years? | think that the 
stainless barrel material is better than it 
was ten years ago. Particularly in regard 
to the bar being ‘‘stress free’’ when we 
receive it. A small but discernable dif- 
ference. The steel is also ‘‘cleaner’’. 
‘Dirty’ steel results in small pockets of 
a foreign substance in the steel. The 
button irons over it, and you can't see it 
with the bore scope, even after the barrel 
is lapped. Shooting the barrel erodes out 
the dirt, and results in a pit, or even a 
pitted area. The net result is a barrel that 
loses its ‘‘edge’’ prematurely. We seem 
to have less of this problem today than 
we did in earlier days.”’ 

“| believe the average quality of our 
bench rest grade barrel is better than it 
was ten years ago. As the aggregates 
have shrunk over the years, we have 
become ‘‘fussier’’. Several years ago, 
when the best rifles averaged in the twos, 
we ran a lot of tests with barrels that had 
small flaws in them and couldn't tell the 
difference. NOW YOU CAN!” 

“Equally important as the barrel itself 
is the quality of fitting, chambering and 
crowning the barrel. Here also we have 
become MORE aware of being careful to 
do everything just right.”’ 

‘What is badly needed in barrel making 
is a better material, one that will resist 
erosion better. The stainless that we use 
(most of the current barrel makers use the 
same stuff), supplied to us by Crucible 
Steel Company, roughens up enough in 
2,000 rounds to show a slight decrease 
in accuracy. And that just won't hack it 
in these days of mini-groups and mini- 
aggregates. In years past, we THOUGHT 
we were getting 3 to 4 thousand rounds 
of peak accuracy from a barrel, but it just 
wasn't so. The rest of the rifle and 
components just were not good enough 
to show up the subtle difference.’’ 

“Our production of bench rest grade 
barrels is limited, so we are not 
“pushing’’ sales. Taking care of our old 
customers and producing our regular line 
of barrels keeps us busy. However | will 
personally select barrels for those 
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wanting our select/match grade for bench 
shooting, IF they are not in a hurry.”’ 

“In closing, | want the shooters to 
know Ed Shilen is coming back to bench 
rest shooting in 1982. So you all keep 
practiced up, ya-hear!!”’ 


In a subsequent phone conversation 
with Ed in mid-December, a few more 
questions were advanced. 


QUESTION: ‘‘l suppose that you’ve 
become a conformist, and 
basically agree with most of 
your peers in recommend- 
ing plastic-coated cleaning 
rods these days?” 


ANSWER: ‘‘Now you know I’m not a 
conformist. | still use a 
Belding and Mull steel rod 
myself, and see no reason 
to recommend anything 


different to my clients.” 


QUESTION: ‘‘Outside of barrel making a 
bit. A lot of us are discus- 
sing the matter that Bob 
Pease introduced in his 
recent articles. What do you 
feel was the biggest factor 
in the advancement of rifle 
accuracy in the last ten 
years?” 


ANSWER: ‘'I'll have to say taking the 
scope off the barrel, and 
putting it entirely on the 
action or sleeve, using the 
new, lighter internal- 
adjustment scopes. How- 
ever we can't really pin 
down how much of that was

due to getting it off the 
barrel, and how much was 
the improvement of the new 
scopes over the old 
external-mounts scopes.”’ 


“Can a Remington action 
support a “heavy bench” 
class barrel, or must one go 
to an action with a longer 
barrel thread?”’ 


‘Here comes another non- 
conformist reply. It’s my 
Opinion that the heavier is 
the barrel, the less rigid the 
action has to be. It’s the 
lighter, whippier barrels that 
require the maximum in 
action stiffness. A Re- 
mington action will support 
a 1.250 inch barrel quite 
well. Sleeving will help even 
more, but the main benefit 
of sleeving is increasing the 
bedding area.” ‘ 


‘Are you still thinking se- 
riously about returning to 
competitive bench rest 
shooting in 1982?” 


“Pm no longer thinking 
about it, I’m just plain going 
to do it. I’m planning on both 
the NBRSA and the IBS 
nationals, for sure. | hope to 
do halfway decently, but my 
main wish is to see a lot of 
friends that I’ve been too 
long without seeing."’

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Precision Shooting 
With Cast Bullets 


Jerry Goldstein 


During the past three or four years, 
major strides have been made in im- 
proving the accuracy of cast bullets in 
benchrest quality target rifles. Precision 
shooting with cast bullets has improved 
to the point that sub-M.O.A. 10 shot 
groups are now common — and, in fact, 
necessary to win the larger matches! 

Anew shooting organization, The Cast 
Bullet Association (5522 Trent Street, 
Chevy Chase, MD. 20015) has been in the 
forefront of this development by holding 
matches and publishing an excellent 
20-page bi-monthly newsletter full of 
articles of bullet casting, match results, 
and loading data. They also run many 
postal matches throughout the year to 
foster competition among shooters 
scattered across the country. 

As a result, the 10 shot aggregate 
records for 100 yards are now in the 2 
M.O.A. range and most matches are won 
with aggregates of 8/10th or less. Five 
shot groups of 2” are becoming com- 
mon, whereas several years ago, any 
group under 2” with cast bullets was 
considered remarkable. 

These improvements have resulted, in 
part, by adopting lessons learned from 
benchresters. The use of Hart, Scherer, 
and McMillan barrels is growing; and the 
Remington 40x is the preferred action for 
alead bullet gun, although others are also 


used. Scopes tend to be the same ones 
used in NBRSA and IBS competition — 
Leupold 24’s, Unertl’s, Lyman 25x’s, etc. 
Interestingly, at least from an economic 
standpoint, is that ‘‘shot-out”’ .30 caliber 
stainless barrels seem to shoot lead 
bullets particularly well. Several shooters 
are using old hunter rifle barrels and 
others are using Hart’s that came off their 
NRA hi-power match rifles. 

The CBA classes of competition are 
very similar to NBRSA and IBS, but differ 
just a bit. ‘‘Hunter Class” is any rifle 
under 10 Ibs., ‘‘Benchrest’’ is any rifle 
between 10 and 13 Ibs., and there is an 
“Open Class” for unlimited rifles over 13 
Ibs., except that mechanical rests are 
prohibited. One significant difference is 
the presence of a ‘‘Production Class’’ for 
unmodified factory rifles weighing under 
9 Ibs. with scope. This ‘‘Production 
Class’? means exactly that, with glass 
bedding and a recoil pad being the only 
allowable enhancements. Regular IBS 
group and hunter targets are used. 

Most shooters concentrate on .30 
caliber as smaller diameter bullets are 
more difficult to cast and haven't yet 
proven to be as accurate. Virtually all the 
records are held by .308’s or wildcat 
versions of that case, such as the .308 x 
1%. 

Bullet molds from Lyman, Lee and

RCBS are most common. Two newer 
custom shops that produce outstanding 
molds are North East Industrial (El Paso, 
Texas 79903) and The Rifle Shop 
(Montrose, Colorado 81401). Most are 
base-pour designs, but the Rifle Shop 
produces only nose-pour molds on the 
old Pope design. 

The improvements in bullet quality 
probably account for most of the re- 
duction in group size. The ability to cast 
bullets less than .001” out-of-round is 
now recognized as being critical. Many of 
the older molds used to vary more, as well 
as having undersized noses and/or 
oversize base band. Gas check designs 
are used by all competitors. 

Loads vary, but typically a .309 rifle 
would use a 170-190 gr. flat nose bullet 
with a crimp-on gas check. Bullets will 
measure .301” to .302” on the nose and 
.309” to .311” on the base. A load of 
medium speed powders such as RL/7, 
4227, or 4198 giving velocity of 1,700 to 
1,900 F.P.S. is usually to 26 grs. Cali- 
fornia shooters usually load 17 gr. of 
H-110 in their .308’s and also do very 
well. 

Three new cast bullet publications 
have proven particularly helpful. The 
Cast Bullet Handbook, published by 
Lyman, The Art of Bullet Casting, pub- 
lished by Dave Wolfe of Handloader, 
and Cast Bullets, published by the 
N.R.A.. All three contain a wealth of 
information and many recommended 
loads. The other worthwhile publication 
is the CBA’s Fouling Shot newsletter, 
which costs $12 per year, and also 
contains extensive loading data. 

There are many reasons why cast 
bullet shooting is rapidly growing. One is 
the challenge of improving the state-of- 
the-art. It’s still possible for innovaters to 
make major improvements in techniques, 
bullet quality, etc. 

Secondly, and perhaps more impor- 
tant, is economy. With the cost of 
jacketed match bullets at $10 per hun- 
dred, lead match bullets can be made for 
less than $2 per hundred with less costly 
equipment. With 1,700 F.P.S. velocity 
and 20 gr. powder charges, stainless 
match barrels probably last forever — or 
at least 10,000 rounds. None of these 
loads have enough pressure to loosen 
primer pockets, so brass lasts a long, 
long time. 

Perhaps the last reason for the growth 
is that it’s fun! Recoil is low, noise is 
moderate, and you sure learn how to 
dope wind when you're shooting at 200 
yard targets with a flat nosed lead bullet 
going 1,700 F.P.S. on a windy day. That 
is indeed a challenge worthy of any 
benchrest shooter!

There’s More to a Record than Shooting 


“‘Records’’ shot in practice don't 
count. 

Almost everyone has shot an aggre- 
gate in practice sessions that will just 
completely wipe out an existing NBRSA 
record. But don’t send your targets to the 
NBRSA Records Committee Chairman 
J.C. “Sonny” Malsby. 

“Occasionally | get a set of targets 
from someone to be considered as a 
possible record,’’ says Malsby, ‘‘that 
they shot in practice. | just send them 
back and explain the standards by which 
groups and aggregates can be consid- 
ered as NBRSA records.” 

First off, explains Malsby, the possible 
record must be fired in a registered 
NBRSA match. The shooter must be a 
current member of NBRSA and the 
possible record must be verified at the 
range. 

Starting at the match itself, the range 
officer and referees for the match must 
verify that the targets and backers are for 
the possible record, they must verify the 
weight of the gun and that it meets all 
NBRSA standards. They must also verify 
that the registration card is properly filled 
out and that it was submitted to the 
proper individual at the match before the 
match began. The targets and backers 
are signed by the range officer and 
referees and sent to the appropriate 
Regional Directors along with the reg- 
istration card. 

The Regional Director checks the 
targets, backers and registration card to 
assure that they are being properly 
submitted. He also measures the targets 
and can, if he finds them to be larger than 
the record, reject them and return them 
to the shooter. This happens very sel- 
dom, according to Malsby. The most 
important thing at this point is for the 
Regional Director to make sure that the 
targets, backers and registration card are 
properly submitted. He then mails the 
package to Malsby in Kansas City. 

Sonny measures the targets, checks 
the aggregate. Determines that the 
backer does indeed have five bullet holes 
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J.C. “Sonny” Malsby 


(10 on 10-shot records), and that the 
registration card is properly filled out. 

“You can't set a Heavy Varmint record, 
as an example, in a Sporter match,’ 
explainsMalsby.Regardlessofthecal- 
iber and weight of the gun being shot, it 
must be registered as shooting in the 
class in which the record is shot. In the 
10¥%2-pound classes, the shooter has to 
designate before the match whether they 
are shooting in Light Varmint and Sporter 
for possible record purposes.” 

Malsby then gives each target a 
number, for instance the first target 
received this year was numbered 82-1. 
The range measurement of the target is 
removed or covered up so that the Di- 
rectors measuring it will not know what 
it was originally measured. Malsby ran- 
domly picks three Directors who will 
receive, in turn, the targets. The Director 
from the Region in which the possible 
record was shot is not eligible to be one 
of the three directors involved. 

The first of the three Directors receives 
the target or targets, measures them, 
sends the results of his measurements to 
Malsby, identifying the target with the 
number given it, and, at the same time 
mails the targets to the next Director on 
the list given him by Malsby. The same 
procedure happens with the second and 
third directors, excepting, of course, that 


the third director returns the targets to 
Malsby along with his measurements. 

Malsby takes the average of the three 
measurements made by the Directors to 
come up with the ‘‘score”’ for that small 
group or aggregate for the possible 
record. As an example, if the three di- 
rectors, for asmall group record, come up 
with measurements of .120, .121, .122, 
the average and ‘‘official’’ measurement 
is .121. On aggregates, the aggregate 
total from each Director is averaged for 
the official measurement. So, Malsby 
takes the aggregate of each Director and 
averages them. 

The shooter is notified by Malsby 
whether or not their submission has been 
accepted as anew record and the targets 
returned. In those that are certified as 
new records Malsby notifies the Presi- 
dent of NBRSA, the Secretary-Treasurer 
and NBRSA News editor. The 
Secretary-Treasurer issues the NBRSA 
Record Certificate, it is signed by the 
President and the editor publicizes it in 
the NBRSA News. 

The percentage of possible records 
submitted that eventually are certified is 
quite high, according to Malsby. Of the 18 
possibles that were submitted to Malsby 
in 1981, 13 were certified as official. This 
does not include situations where more 
than one individual broke an existing 
record. In cases where more than one 
shooter breaks an existing record, all of 
them receive Record Certificates even 
though only one of them will be the new 
record. 

There are occasional situations in 
which Malsby has had, in the past three 
years he has been the Chairman of the 
Measurement Committee, to turn down 
possible records when all the require- 
ments have not been met. 

“The standards for possible records 
are high,” explains Malsby, ‘‘and with 
good reason. We can not have any 
question about the integrity of the pro- 
gram allowed. If targets are not sub- 
mitted with proper verification, they are

disallowed. The Directors measuring 
particular targets don’t know who they 
belong to, but most importantly, don’t 
care who they belong to. They also don’t 
know or care how or what the other two 
directors measured those targets. 

“It is very important that the club at 
which the possible record and the offi- 
cials of the match are aware, first off, of 
the current NBRSA records so they will 
recognize targets as possible records. It 
is also vitally important that the range 
officer and referee properly get the tar- 
gets, backers and registration card and 
make sure they verify everything. If 
something is missed at this point, the 
possibility of a record is out.”’ 

There will be, for sure, four new 
NBRSA records set in 1982. For the first 
time shooters will be competing in a 
three-yardage Grand Aggregate, 
100/200/300 yards. There has already 
been at this writing one match in which 
the three yardages were combined with 
others scheduled for this season.
